I still feel con-
fident of success at the election.

GAVE HIS NAME AS RIELY.

When Coaf roated by Warden
Philpot He Ackaowledged
That He Had Been a Con-

vict and Confessed.

The man arrested at Ontralia. Sfa,
about one week ago on a charge of pass-

ing counterfeit money, who gave hi ruuaa
as Kelly, has beea Identifled as Jacob
Brill, one of the most noted counterfeiter
who ever operated tot the State.

The return yesterday from Jefferaosi
City and Centralis. Mo. of Lee Philpot.
United States Secret Service, officer. --

rulged the Identity of the prisoner, aa
well as the confession of Brin.

Besides making a complete confessloa
to Philpot, Brill told where he had hiddea
seme of the spurious cole Under a rail-

road culvert near Centralla. Ma. and fol-

lowing the Instructions of Brill. Philpot
unearthed elevin counterfeit gold pieces.

Brill was arrested at Centralia. Mo.,

after passing a counterfeit gold piece

on W. EL McDonald, a grocer. Soon after
Brill had left the store McDonald discov-eie-- d

that the coin was spurious and when
Harry Meyers, a private detective., entered
the store McDonald Informed Meyers of
the discovery.

The two men left the store hurriedly
and went in the direction jaken by Brill.
Believing that he would probably leave
town, they went to the C tt A. depot, but
saw nothing of the man. After investiga-
tion they discovered him in ono of a string
of freight cars on a switching track near
by. Brill saw the detective .as he entered
the car and the two men pursued him and
placed him under arrest.

He was turned over to Marshal Willis
Hulen. who locked him up. The prisoner
was searched at the station, but no coun-
terfeit money was found. On the Insid--

of his undershirt was found a. wad f
money fastened with a pin.

He denied the chargo of having passed
counterfeit coin. When the train In which
Brill was found pulled out. Switchman C
C Ckmeron found fourteen counterfeit $3
gold pieces. When the train reached,
Mexico. Mo., he turned the money over
to the town authorities. It had been
learned la Mexico that a supposed coun-
terfeiter had been arrested, and the money
was Immediately returned to Centralia.
where It was held as evidence.

United States Deputy Marshal McKenna
at Jefferson City was notified and xook
the prisoner to Jefferson City, where he
was given a preliminary hearing before
Commissioner Gelsburg.

In the meantime. Colonel Murphy. In
charge of the United Slates Secret Servlcs
office In St. Louis, had been notified, and
sent Philpot to Jefferson City. The pris-
oner declared lo Philpot that his r.amo
was Klely. but when Warden Hall of tho
Penitentiary was called ami declared that
Brill had recently been In the State prison
on a Federal charge. Brill admitted that
his name was not Rlely and that he had
been released froax the Penitentiary April

. Wi.
He then related Ihe whole history of

his career since his release. He said that
shortly after he received his liberty he
west to Chicago and secured employment
in a freight-shi- p house, and after recelv- -
lne his first pay he embarked Into the
counterfeiting buincsn and turned out W

silver dollars before he left the city. Ha
then went to Detroit, where he disposed
of most of the money.

Returning to Chicago he made several
hundred K gold pieces. He then started
for the West, passing through Joliet.
Springfield and several other towns, aft r
which h-- came to Missouri. He said that
he lutd worked alone.

The following day. after being placed
Ir. prisem at Centralia. Mo., he nearly suc-
ceeded In escaping by knocking the bot-

tom out of a zinc bucket and using it as
a saw. H'rad nearly sexered r. wooden
bar which was used to prevent him open-

ing the door of his. tell, when discovered.
Colonel Murphy. In charge of the Secret-Servi- ce

Office In St. Louis, yesterday said
that Brill had been convicted and served
three terms In the Penitentiary for coun-

terfeiting.
